ard, Mrs. Dave H. Morris, formerly 
Miss Alice Vanderbilt, and Mrs. Thomas 
Gladding of New York. 

Mrs. Shepard’s resignation came 
prior to the consideration of the finan- 
cial program. Mrs. Paist of Philadel- 
phia, national president, allowed Mrs.

Causes for Resignation.

“As a humble member for many

He 
showed me he had done Quaker relief 
work in France, but was now adven- 
turously seeking reportorial work.

New York, April 17.—If the people 
of the United States realized the situa- 
tion in Europe, they would ask the 
government to provide at once all that 
the war stricken nations need to “ save 
them and start them on their way to 
recovery,” according to Henry P. Da- 
vison, chairman of the board of gov- 
ernors of the league of Red Cross so- 
cieties. . 

Mr. Davison made this assertion here’ 
tonight at a public demonstration in 
honor of his services during the war’as 
chairman of the war council of the 
American Red Cross. 

Must Share Europe’s Fate. 

- Mr. Davison declared the only condi- 
tions upon which the United States 
government should be asked to aid Bu- 
rope were those which best would in-

“We can no more escape the influ- 
ence of the European situation of today

HE instinct. of every growing ani. 
mal, man included, drives him to 
drink milk and eat green stuff. The 
almost universal use of milk by the 
very young suggested to investigators 
that there must be something in milk 
which promoted growth. Without dis- 
covering just what the substance is, they 
established the fact of its existence and 
named it the fat soluble vitamine. 

But they noted animals continued 
to grow after being weaned and turned 
out to graze. Therefore they sought for 
proof of the presence of the fat soluble 
vitamine in grasses and vegetables, They 
have: found them there also. 

The conclusion is that vegetables are 
thoroughly wholesdéme for growing chil- 
dren. If children can get milk and but- 
ter they should have them, but if they 
are deprived of them they can still grow 
provided they get plenty of good veg- 
etables, and especially green vgetables, 

Recently Steenback and Gross of the 
University of Wisconsin reported on a 
series of experiments made by feeding

GETTING A VOLUNTEER ARMY. 
[St. Louis Globe-Democrat.] 

According to the statement of a recruiting officer, 
the cost of recruiting soldiers by some of the parties 
sent out to visit various sections reaches as high as 
$1,500 -per soldier enlisted. This is Mot the average. 
Recruiting stations like the one in St. Louis are oper- 
ated at a cost varying from $100 to $200 per recruit. 
It is impossible to get the total figures for the United 
States, but the large expense for recruiting paid by 
the department at Washington, in addition to regular 
and special details, probably brings the total average 
cost to not less than $250 for each man enlisted. As 
most of the men now entering the service enlist for 
one year only, it can be seen that recruiting is an ex- 
tremely expensive factor in the cost of maintaining a 
large army such as is contemplated in the bill which 
recently passed the house and is now in the senate, 
which is expected to pass it with little modification. 


This bill provides for an enlisted strength of 289,000 


listing for one year only, it would mean at an annua! 
cost of $75,600,000 for that factor alone; But there ir 
no likelihood that any such sum will be expended, be- 
cause that number of recruits can never be secured if 
we are to be guided by the light of past experience, or 
even present achievement. 


Unless the signs of the times are not read aright ané, 
unless there is reversal of our previous experience, 
three or four years hence we shall find ourselves with

IT OMAN TRIUMPHANT ” is the title of Blasco Ibanez’ newest novel, 
an adaptation, not a translation, of the original title, ‘La Maja 
Desnuda,” taken from the famous Gova painting. It concerns the 
life and passions of an artist stified in his ambitions to paint the 


nude by his wife’s jealousy of models and ‘her refusal to allow him to preserve 


her own unclothed beauty on canvas. The book has been named, I imagine, for 
the American public, and an introduction has been written by Sefiora Blasco 
Ibanez to prove thet the fundamenta) moral of the book is that the artist loved 
his wife. Continental readers wouid not demand such evidences of the morality 
of the book, They would be willing to accept it for what it is, a superficial 
study of the obsession of an artist by the idea of painting the nude, suppressed 
during his youth, finding its only outlet in the holy contemplation of his wife's 
beauty, submerged again in the jealous illness of his wife, who became a shudow 
of herself, and in the complete surrender after her death to what he thought 
was his remorseful longing for her return. It is at times a grim tale, but it 
somehow lacks that gripping power that turns grimness intoart. “ Woman Tri- 
umphant” is a novel with an unusual theme handled skillfully and with sophis- 
tication. But itis nota masterpiece. It lacks the intangible breath of genius.

remarkable first novel that I have ever read. It was written by a boy of 23. It 
is vibrant with youth, with arrogance, with the slow oxidation of ideas which 


usually comés with the perspective of years, and it is an uncompromisingly true | 


record of the American boy of today in his college years and his first few tilts 
with the world outside the academic halls. It is the finest bit of autobiograph- 
ical novelizing that has come my way fora long time. It is the Boswellizing of 
‘thousands of boys just a little above the average, leaders in their colleges, suc- 
cessful in the little world of ivy grown quadrangles, who somehow through a 
trick of fate or love become what the world calls failures, and finally, through 
their own inherent powers, find themselves, which is, after all, the only way 
of conquering life.. Young Mr. Fitzgerald has suddenly become the most promis- 
ing fictionist in America, not because he is the greatest—far from it—but be- 
cause, with all of life ahead of him, he has stepped far beyond many whose 
writing years are numbered. If he can retain his youth, shed some of his arro- 
gance, compromise with life but never with the truth, and not solidify into a 
writer of popular novels he will, during the next decade, be one of America’s 
greatest writers. “ The Side of Paradise” has no form. It is a mosaic of para- 
graphs, related, cemented now and then by a bit of poetry—usually very bad—a 
playlet—no better than dialogue would be, but more diverting. If Mr. Fitzger- 
ald can retain that insouciance of technique without straining to keep it unusual 
he will do much for the unharnessing of the novel in America. For sheer diver- 
sion—especially if yOu are a college person yourself—you will find it just this 
side of paradisa

famed a racer as his dam. Lou Dillon 
is owned by C. K. G. Billings of New 
York and Montecito, Cal. The famous 
mare was taken from the Castleton 
farm, near Lexington, Ky., last fall 
to Montecito, and is now with the colt 
on the Billings California estate. 

Lou .Dillon has a track record of 
1:5844, made on the course at Memphis, 
Tenn., in October, 1903. In June of 
} that year she was entered at Cleve- 
land, O., to beat the 2:10 trotting 
wagon record, and lowered the time to 
2:06%. 

Through the summer of that year 
at Cincinnati she gave evidence of the 
terrific speed she was to develop in 
the fall on the Memphis track. In all 
her public performances in this coun- 
try and abroad she never once fin- 
ished the mile as slow as 2:10. Though 
21 years old, she still is a marvelous 
traveler. 

The colt is sirgd by Etawah, who 
holds a track record of 2:03. On Eta- 
wah’s side the colt is directly related 
to the great gelding, Uhlan, world’s 
champion trotter, whose time of 1:58, 
made first on the course at Lexington, 
Ky., has never been lowered. Uhlan 
is also owned by Billings, who took 
both horses from the professional track 
when he bought them several years 
ago. 

Harness fans are interested in the 
probable result of the infusion of the 
racing blood of Lou Dillon and Uhian, 
which the colt possesses. They predict

How to Use the Patterns 


OTHI quite takes the place of 

“a sai dress for real comfort, 
N and they are ideal for many oc- 

casions. Pattern No. 9582 is 
just the thing, and will make up well 
in serge, or if wash material is pre 
ferred Indian head cotton, duck, or 
heavy linen will be appropriate. 

There is a box plait each side of the 
front and back in the skirt, and the 
perforations on the pattern marking 
these should be marked with basting 
threads on the material. A tracing 
wheel will mark the wash materials. - 

When the pieces have been cut out 
lay the skirt sections on a table and 
lay the box plaits. Pin them first, and 
then baste each side down, from top 
to bottom, first running the edges of 
the fingers along the under fold of 
each plait to make sure that it lies per- 
fectly smooth. Leave these bastings 
in until the dress is finished, and the 
final pressing has been done. 

The plaits should be finished in the 
lower edge of the sleeve before it is set 
in the waist, and after the plants have 
been basted, baste the sleeve seam to- 
gether and try the sleeve on, for the 
plaits may need a little adjusting to 


make the sleeve the right size at that | 


point. | 
No. 9601 is a pretty model for a 
house dress, the closing of the waist, 
the belt arrangement, and the collar 
and pockets all adding to attractive- 
ness. The skirt’closes to the left of 
the middle front, and an easy way to

buttonholes and eyelets, using the 
small rings to hold the buttons in an 
removing them when the dress is to 
be laundered.

A HOUSE THAT WON'T BURN. 
OME building begun with a roof: 
and the first roof was not built, 
it grew. Long before man 
learned to construct a dwelling 
ior himgelf he took refuge from storms 
under the sheltering canopy of the 
trees. When he began building he 
imitated nature and put up a thatch 
to keep off the rain; probably genera- 
tions passed before he went -farther 
and inclosed his den with walls: 

Japanese builders today, outside the 
region infected by European notions 
repeat in.each dwelling thé home con- 
structing history of the human race. 
They build the roof first; when that is 
cone they inclose the house with walls: 
and the floors come last of all. Our 
own proverbs tell the Same story. 
When we want to say that people are 
entirely shelterless we say that “they 
haxe not a roof over their heads.” That 
tells the tale without any reference to 
walls and floors. 

Remembering these things, we can 
understamd why the roof is the most 
important factor in giving a house x 
homey, sheltering look. The big. 
brooding, competent roof of this house 
illustrates fact admirably. It 
promises protection the moment you 
see it, and the architect has contrived 
to reinforce that promise in a curious- 
ly effective way. Notice the hooded 
dormer of the second story and the 
little curve over the doorway. Those 
items give the sheltering look in detail 
which the main roof carries as a gen- 
eral message. 

The floor plaris carry out the favor- 
able impression which the roof is first 
to give. The spacious porch is part of 


_ the hause, and its stately open entratce 


is hospitable to a degree. No miser, 
no reeluse would build or buy a house 
with such an entrance. It is so friend- 


ly and irrviting that he could not pos- 
sibly abide it. 

From the porch you enter a small 
vestibule, and from this pass at once 
to the splendid living room, 25% feet 
long by 18 feet wide.

Interchurch Drive 
for Budget to Be 
Made Next Week © 


$366,777,572 for 1920! 
$1,320,000,000 for a five year period! 
EXT Sunday will mark an epoch 


in American Protestantism. Be- 


ginning on that day and extend- 
ing through the period of a week 
the long heralded canvass wi!! be made 
for the financial budget of the inter- 
church world movement. Thirty-odd | 
denominations, 70 per cent of all Pro- 
testants, we are told, are united in this 


‘gupremgreffort. 


What is the interchurch world move- | 
ment? 


“It is not the purpose of the move- 


ment to work for organic union of the 


| 
| 
| 


churches; the. movement is the codp- - 


erating of various denominations in the 
accomplishment of common tasks. 
However, many see in it a step towards 
the more fundamental unity that is im- 
pending. 

_It ts also pointed out that the. funds 
to be raised are to be kept under the 
control of the respective denominations, 
which have been allotted an amount 
based upon their own needs. Only the 
portion definitely subscribed to the gen- 
eral fund for expenses and for cer- 
tain work that is to be done conjointly 
will be turned over to the organization 
of the interchurch world movement. 

The purpose of the movement is best 
explained in a statement entitled 
“ Eight reasons for the united simul- 
taneous campaign,” issued by the com- 
mittee on financial ingatherings, of 
which Dr. C. H. Patton of Boston is ; 
chairman. They were formally adopted 
by the world survey conference at At- 
lantic City last January. This confer- 
ence was made up of 1,500 representa- 
tives from the various boards and 
agencies of the codperating denomina- 
‘tion and determined the budget Of the 
movement. 

“First, the church will for the first 
time be able to challenge the attention 
of the world by projecting the whole 
program of the whole church. 

“Second, at this crucial time the 
world needs every possible evidence of 
the oneness in aim and effort of the 
Christian church. 

“ Third, it will make available for the 
whole church the experience and wis- 
dom of all codperating bodies. 

“Fourth, it will serve to eliminate 
many competing appeals by concen- 
trating the efforts of the churches 
upon this one inclusive and coéperative 
enterprise. 

“Fifth, the very greatness of the 
task will serve to increase the interest 
and sacrifice of the members of all the 
churches. 

“ Sixth, it will enlist the codperation 
of the millions of people who, though 
not members of the church, are never-. 
theless sympathetic with its program. 

“ Seventh, it will effect greater econ- | 
omy in administration through com- 
mon efforts in publicity, conferences, 
etc. 

“ Eighth, it will facilitate the solu- 
tion of two of the largest, most impor- 
tant problems before the churches, the 


entrance of unoccupied fields at home 


and abroad, and the adequate provision 
for many projects of special concern to 
some or all of the codperating bodies.”
